Churchill, chancellor of the exchequer, 
hurled a bombshell Imto the interna- 
tional war debt situation today when 
he offered Joseph Caillaux, French 
finance minister, most unexpected 
terms for the settlement of the French 
debt to Great Britain. France ts asked 
to pay £12,500,000 [$60,625,000] an- 
nually for sixty-two years from her 
own resources irrespective of the Ger- 
man annuities under the Dawes pian, 
with a partial moratorium until 1930, 
The offer was promptly accepted by 
M. Caillaux.

The British debt to the United States 
is funded on the basis of $4,554,000.- 
000 and calls for the payment to the 
United States of $11,105,965,000 in prin- 
cipal and interest. The annual inter- 
est installments to be paid by the 
British government to the United 


States on its refunding bonds is at | 


the rate of 3 per cent for the first 
ten years and 3% per cent annually 
after that until final payment. Under 
this, the British government obligated 
itself to pay $138,000,000 in interest and 
$23,000,000 on account of principal or 
a total payment of $161,000,000 the 
first year. The British payments to 
the United States are to increase pro- 
gressively until a total of $181,125,000 
is scheduled to be paid us during the 
sixty-second or final year.

France Owes $4,210,556,948. 


On May 15, 1925, the total indebt- 
edness of France to the United States 
was $4,210,556,948.27, of which $870,- 
040,904.55 represented arrears of in- 
terest, while the principal amounted 
to $3,340,616,043.72. On that date the 
debt of principal ammount of the French 
debt to the United States was rela- 
tively 11-15th the size of the principal 
amount of the British debt to us. 

If the French debt were funded to 
the United States on the same basis 
as was the British debt, and ‘at the 
game rates of 3 and 3% per cent in- 
terest, and spread in exactly the same 
manner over a period of 62 years, the 
initial French payment, if based on $3.,- 
$40,516,043, the principal amount of 
the French debt, exclusive of inter- 
est on May 15 last, would amount ap- 
proximately to $118,000,000 annually. 

If based on the total French indebt- 
edness of $4,210,556,948, which is the 
ageregate of principal and accrued in- 
terest—the Frenclt payments to the 
United States would be even higher 
than $118,000,000 annually, if France 
should refund on the same basis as 
the British.

New York, Aug. 26-——(4)—The act- 
ors in New York’s great political drama 
poured out a flood of oratory today, 
but one dominant figure, Gov. Smith, 
was still off stage, ready in the wings 
for, his first public appearance tomor- 
row night in Brooklyn.

nomination. 
“Tomorrow night’s meeting is for a 


hand-picked Tammany audience that / 


won't ask embarrassing questions,” 
said the mayor today. 
Hylan Displeases McCooey. 

The mayor’s attack on the governor, 
linking his name with the traction 
financiers, and his classifying Tam- 
many Hall with the “ underworld” re 
sulted today in his repudiation by sev- 
eral leaders, one of whom, Mrs. Mary 
Green of Queens, said it would cost 
him hundreds of votes among Demo- 
cratic women. It also displeased John 
H. McCooey, Brooklyn leader, and one 
of thy mayor’s chief sponsors. 

Mr. McCooey, although still main- 
taining his support of the mayor, re- 
pudiated his hostility to the $300,000.- 
000 grade crossing bond issue favored 
by Gov. Smith. 

“We disagree with Mayor Hylan 
on that issue,” he said. “I stand 
with the legislators who voted for it.” 

At’ the same time, McCooey empha- 
sized the regularity of Brooklyn Demo- 
crats, asserting, “‘We are ready to 
support Senator Walker if he is the 
peopl4’s choice for mayor in the, pri- 
mary. 

This statement was accepted as de 
creasing the possibility of the mayor’s 
running on an independent ticket with 
Brooklyn help in case he is defeated 
Sept. 15. 

Why Copeland Supports Mayor. 

Senator Copeland, who plans to ad- 
dress a series of meetings in behalf 
of the mayor, said he had no quarrel 
with Gov. Smith. 

“TIT am not in this campaign as a 
United States senator,” he said, “ but 
as a friend of Mayor Hylan. He has 
had a successful administration and 


“should be continued in office.”

FILIPINOS SEEK

Druse Rebels Take City. 
LONDON, Aug. 26.—A)—-An Ex- 
change Telegraph message from Cairo 
reports that the French garrison at 
Deir-ez-Zor, an important city of Syria, 
on the right bank of the Buphrates 
river, has been captured by the re- 
bellious Jebel Druse tribesmen, The 
message says that the reoellion of the 
Druse tribesmen against the French 
régime in Syria is spreading. Dier-ez- 
Zor, a city of 20,000 population, is in the 
territory of Aleppo, one of the five dis- 
tricts of the French mandated area of 
Syria.

While she rocked the child she told 
how her husband had come home from 
work and had begun the argument by 
accusing her of faithlessness. She 
tried, she said, to avoid trouble by 
walking into their bedroom, but Car- 
roll followed her. Aroused because she 
pretended to pay no attention to his 
charges, he threw a dish at her, she 
asserted. 

Then, she said, she ran to a dresser 
and pulled the gun from a drawer. She 
backed against the wall and cried out, 
“If you come a step nearer I’ll shoot 
you.” 

The husband laughed at that, said 
the wife to the policemen. He taunted 
her with, “You haven't the nerve to 
shoot me,” and confidently stepped 
toward her. 

Baby Looks On, Wide Eyed. 

She pulled the trigger three times 
quickly. While their’ baby looked on 
with wide eyes Carroll slumped to the 
floor with three bullets in his head. 

She snatched the child to her and 
ran to the telephone. The desk ser- 
geant at the Deering street station 
heard a frenzied voice coming over 
the wire and saying, “I’ve shot my 
husband. Come and get me.” 

She and Carroll had been married 
three years and had had no other 
troubles, the wife first told the police.

The lawyers, lead by Charles Mor- 
gan, declared that Judge Lyle had de- 
nied Soltis the right of triaJ by jury, 
surreptiously, according to the claim, 
fining him $500 and sentencing him to 
the Bridewell on a charge of violating 
the prohibition law, as well as fining 
him $500 and giving him 60 days in the 
county jail on a charge of having dyna.

THE COUNCIL BOYS SEEM TO

Mayor Dever has reconsidered and has called a 
special seasion ef the city council for Tuesday 
morning to take up the politieally pesky water 
meter ordinance aguin. The federal government is 
standing pat. Chicago had been given until Sept. 3 
to start metering all ite water service and to show 
that it meant to live up to the federal conditions 
upon which the temporary permit to withdraw sew- 
age dilution water from the lakes is dependent. 

On Sept. 3 the federal govermment will begin 
shutting down on the amount of water permitted 
to be withdrawn unless the meter ordinance is 
passed. Mayor Dever talked to Maj. Gen. Harry 
Bell, chief engineer of the war department, and 
asked for an extension of time.

Whatever the consequences may be 
the city ceuneil will be responsible.
